Dr. J . H. William Meyer sent to the 
coroner his findings resulting from the 
autopsies of the bodies supposed to be 
those of Andrew Helgelein, of Mans- 
field,

and Jennie 
Olsen, 
the 
foster daughter of Mrs. Guinness, who 
disappeared in 190G. 
Dr. Meyer's re- 
port declared that both had met un- 
natural deaths. 
In the case of 
the 
young 
woman the condition of the 
corpse precluded any possibility of de- 
termining the manner in which 
she 
was murdered. 
Decay, caused largely 
by lime, had destroyed the tissues, so 
that the organs are scarcely suscepti- 
ble to chemical analysis, and there is 
not enough flesh left to show evidence 
of wounds. The crumbling skull 
re- 
vealed none, 


Helgelein's body had been In the 
ground only a few months at most, 
and It gave evidence of a death strug- 
gle. 
The clenched hand, which con- 
tained hair, had been mutilated, and 
the other hand had been severed at 
the wrist. 
Of this body the official 
report says: 


"From the findings it is evident that 
the man died an unnatural death, but 
at whose hands or how cannot be de- 
termined by the examinations so far. 
The hair in the hand is likely from the 
head of his murderer, or the stomach 
may show poison, if any killed him." 


The 
conclusion 
of 
State 
Attorney 
Smith and the officers at work on the 
case is that the body at the Cutler 
morgue Is that of Mrs. Guinness. They 
are believers in the theory that Ray 
Lamphere set fire to the house.

AUTOPSY ON VICTIMS’ 
BODIES 


La Porte, Ind., May 12.—Mrs. Belle 
Guinness* farm failed to reveal new 
mysteries, but progress 
was 
made 
towards solving the puzzles already in­ 
volved in the homestead which has 
witnessed the tragic deaths of at least 
fourteen persons. 


Dr. J. H. William Meyer sent to the 
coroner his findings resulting from the 
autopsies of the bodies supposed to be 
those of Andrew Helgelein, of Mans­ 
field, S. D., and Jennie Olsen, the 
foster daughter of Mrs. Guinness, who 
disappeared in 1906. 
Dr. Meyer’s re­ 
port declared that both had met un­ 
natural deaths. 
In the case of the 
young 
woman the condition of the 
corpse precluded any possibility of de­ 
termining the manner in which she 
was murdered. Decay, caused largely 
by lime, had destroyed the tissues, so 
that the organs are scarcely suscepti­ 
ble to chemical analysis, and there is 
not enough flesh left to show evidence 
of wounds. The crumbling skull re­ 
vealed none. 


Helgelein’s body had been in the 
ground only a few months at most, 
and it gave evidence of a death strug­ 
gle. 
The clenched hand, which con­ 
tained hair, had been mutilated, and 
the other hand had been severed at 
the wrist. 
Of this body the official 
report says: 


“From the findings it is evident that 
the man died an unnatural death, but 
at whose hands or how cannot be de-

in January of Helgelein; that the fire 
at the Guinness home was started by 
Lamphere, but that he had no idea 
of causing the deaths of Mrs. Guinnesi 
and the children.

TWO WHALES. 


A Report on the Internal and Exter- 


nal Anatomy. 


Something less than a year ago we 


printed in Forest and Stream an ac- 
count ol the adventure of two young 
men who went down to Amagansett, 
L. I., to recover the remains of two 
whales (Balaena glacialis.) A report 
oa the external and internal anat- 
omy of these specimens hss just been 
printed in the Bulletin of the Muse- 
um of Natural History by Mr. Roy 
C. Andrews, who wrote the account 
for Forest and Stream. 


The two whales went ashore, one 


near the village of Amagaasett, the 
other near the village of Wainscott. 
The Amagansett whale, originally re- 
ported as measuring fifty-six feet 
seven inches from the tip of the 
snout to the end of the flcke, was 
measured by Mr. Andrews after the 
flukes had been removed and appears 
to have been about fifty-four feet 
long, measured from the tip of the 
snout over the back to the notch of 
the flukes. The Wainscott whale, 
measured In a straight line from tip 
of snout to notch of flukes, was forty 
feet three inches. The length of the 
blowwhole was ten inches in the Am- 
agansett whale and eight and one- 
half inches in the Wainscott speci- 
men, and the longest whale bone, ex- 
cluding the bristles, was six feet five 
inches in the Amagansett specimen. 


In the Wainscott whale the color 


was everywhere dense ivory black, 
with no indication whatever of a 
lighter color on the fins or flukes, 
and while the Amagansett specimen 
was chiefly of the same black, there 
were some streaks, p-tches and spots 
of white on the flukes, flippers and in 
some other places. While the right 
whale is generally an unbroken black, 
there is testimony that they are occa- 
sionally marked with white below. 
Captain J. B. Edwards speaks of some 
that he has seen that had the breast 
and throat nearly white, and similar 
specimens are noted in the "Whale- 
bone Whales of North America." 


The eyeball of the .Amagansett 


whale measured on the

There were 28,000 buildings de- 


stroyed, worth in the aggregate §105,- 
000,000. 


In spite of labor troubles and a 


elojid of all kinds of 
difficulties, 


which would have daunted the people 
of most cities, San Francisco within 
the 
short 
period of 
twenty-two 


months since the disaster has erected 
or is now completing 10,000 new 
buildings, worth $111,000,000. That 
is to say, these new structures repre- 
sent 36,000,000 more than the origi- 
nal loss: and yet only §5,000,000 of 
the capital necessary for this gigan- 
tic work of upbuilding came from 
outside of San Francisco. 


What is equally sigaificaat, these 


10,000 buildings have more floor and 
room space 
for business 
purposes 


than the 28,000 that were destroyed. 


The general business conditions in 


San Francisco have, of course, been 
affected more or less by the recent 
panic, as they have everywhere else. 
It is barely possible that ia the new 
buildings the builders have provided 
for too many offices for the imme- 
diate need; but the same thing has 
happeaed in Boston, New York and 
other cities.

TWO WHALES. 


A Report on the Intcrnnl and Extcri 


nal Anatomy. 


Something less than a year ago we 
printed in Forest and Stream an ac- 
count of the adventure of two young 
men who went down to Amagansett, 
L. I., to recover the remains of two 
whales (Balaena glaclalis.) 
A report 
on the external and internal anat- 
omy of these specimens has Just been 
printed In the Bulletin of the Muse- 
um of Natural History by Mr. Roy 
C. Andrews, who wrofe the account 
for Forest and Stream. 


The two whales went ashore, ono 
near the village of Amagansett, 
the 
other near the village of Walnscott. 
The Amagansett whale, originally re- 
ported as 
measuring 
fifty-six 
feet 
seven Inches from the tip of 
the 
snout to the end of the fiuke, was 
measured by Mr. Andrews after the 
flukes had been removed and appears 
to have been about 
fifty-four 
feet 
long, measured from the tip of the 
snout over the back to the notch of 
the 
flukes. 
The 
Walnscott whale, 
measured In a straight line from tip 
of snout to notch of flukes, was forty 
feet three Inches. 
The length of the 
blowwhole was ten inches in the Am- 
agansett whale and eight and one- 
half inches in the Walnscott speci- 
men. and the longest whale bone, ex- 
cluding the bristles. Avas six feet five 
Inches In the Amagansett specimen. 


In the Walnscott whale the color 
was everywhere dense ivory 
black, 
with no Indication 
whatever 
of 
a 
lighter color on the fins or 
flukes, 
and while the Amagansett specimen 
was chiefly of the same black, there 
were some streaks, pa.tches and spots 
of white on the flukes, flippers and in 
some other places. 
While the right 
whale is generally an unbroken black, 
there is testimony that they are occa- 
sionally marked with white below. 
Captain J. B. Edwards speaks of some 
that he has seen that had the breast 
and throat nearly white, and similar 
specimens are noted In the "Whale- 
bone Whales of North America." 


The eyeball 
of 
the 
Amagansett 
whale measured 
on 
the 
preserved 
specimen after the eyeball had been 
trimmed of matter which had adJ 
hered to it 3 ^^ Inches from before 
backward 
and three 
inches 
from 
above downward. 
The iris Is clear 
brown, surrounded by a narrow, Ir- 
regular ring of lighter color. 
The 
pupil Is elliptical. Its longitudinal di- 
D.meter being 
Inches, 


The osteology of the whales Is de- 
ccribed, and 
figures 
are 
given 
of 
many of the bones and of the wrist 
with Its ossifications. 


It is Interesting to note that the 
Amagansett whale exceeds In size the 
largest right whale ever 
recorded, 
and 
that 
Its 
examination 
demon- 
strates that there is some color vari- 
ation in 
the 
species.—Forest 
and 
Stream.

In spite of labor troubles and a 
cloud 
of 
all

of 
difllcultles, 
which would have daunted the people 
of most cities, San Francisco within 
the 
short 
period of 
twenty-two 
months since the disaster has erected 
or Is now completing 10,000 nev/ 
buildings, worth $111,000,000. That 
Is to say, these new structures repre- 
sent $6,000,000 more than the origi- 
nal loss; and yet only $5,000,000 of 
the capital necessary for this gigan- 
tic work of upbuilding came from 
outside of San Francisco. 


What is equally significant, these 
10,000 buildings have more floor and 
room space 
for business 
purposes 
than the 28,000 that were destroyed. 


The general business conditions in 
San Francisco have, of course, been 
affected more or less by the recent 
panic, as they have everywhere else. 
It is barely possible that in the new 
buildings tho builders have provided 
for too many offices for the Imme- 
diate need; but the same thing has 
happened in Boston, New York 
and 
other cities. 
In tho process of time 
the demand will certainly equal the 
supply.—Boston Globe,

A Report on the Interim! and Extcr*

Something less than a year ago we 
printed in Forest and Stream an ac­ 
count of the adventure of two young 
men who went down to Amagansett, 
L. I., to recover the remains of two 
whales (Balaena glacialis.) 
A report 
on the external and internal anat­ 
omy of these specimens has just been 
printed in the Bulletin of the Muse­ 
um of Natural History by Mr. Roy 
C. Andrews, who wrofe the account 
for Forest and Stream. 


The two whales went ashore, ono 
near the village of Amagansett, the 
other near the village of Wainscott. 
The Amagansett whale, originally re­ 
ported as measuring fifty-six feet 
seven inches from the tip of the 
snout to the end of the fluke, was 
measured by Mr. Andrews after the 
flukes had been removed and appears 
to have been about fifty-four feet 
long, measured from the tip of the 
snout over the back to the notch of 
the flukes. 
The Wainscott whale, 
measured in a straight line from tip 
of snout to notch of flukes, was forty 
feet three inches. 
The length of the 
blowwhole was ten inches in the Am­ 
agansett whale and eight and one- 
half inches in the Wainscott speci­ 
men, and the longest whale bone, ex­ 
cluding the bristles, was six feet five 
inches in the Amagansett specimen. 


In the Wainscott whale the color 
was everywhere dense ivory black, 
with no indication whatever of a 
lighter color on the fins or flukes, 
and while the Amagansett specimen 
was chiefly of the same black, there 
were some streaks, patches and spots 
of white on the flukes, flippers and in 
some other places. 
While the right 
whale Is generally an unbroken black, 
there is testimony that they are occa­ 
sionally marked with white below. 
Captain J. B. Edwards speaks of some 
that he has seen that had the breast 
and throat nearly white, and similar 
specimens are noted in the “Whale­ 
bone Whales of North America.” 


The eyeball of the Amagansett 
whale measured on the preserved 
specimen after the eyeball had been 
trimmed of matter which had ad-> 
hered to it 3 % inches from before 
backward and three 
inches 
from 
above downward. 
The iris is clear 
brown, surrounded by a narrow, ir­ 
regular ring of lighter color. 
The 
pupil is elliptical, its longitudinal di­ 
ameter being 1% inches. 


The osteology of the whales is de­ 
scribed, and figures 
are 
given 
of 
many of the bones and of the wrist 
with its ossifications. 


It is interesting to note that the 
Amagansett whale exceeds in size the 
largest right whale ever recorded, 
and that Its examination 
demon­ 
strates that there is some color vari­ 
ation in the 
species.—Forest and 
Stream.

That 
Is to say, these new structures repre­ 
sent $6,000,000 more than the origi­ 
nal loss; and yet only $5,000,000 of 
the capital necessary for this gigan­ 
tic work of upbuilding came from 
outside of San Francisco.

Vegetable Ivory. 


The plant yielding the vegetable 


Ivory Is known to botanists as Phyte- 
lephas macrocarpa. It is a native oi 
South America, found chiefly along 
the Magdalena River, in Colombia.

.^ason to believe that it will be," said 
an American submarine officer, "the 
United States will soon own a sub- 
marine that will break speed records 
on the surface of the water, that can 
Bteam seventy consecutive hours be- 
neath the surface, and, If necessary, 
can run on wheels on the bottom of 
the ocean." 


This is a brief description of the 
wonderful 500-ton submarine cruiser 
that Simon Lake, an early designer 
'4^of submarine torpedo craft, baa un- 
dertaken to build for the American 
Navy, 
Lake has agreed that if the 
vessel to be built by the Bath Iron 
Works should fail to meet all 
the 
Bpeclficatlons the Government 
need 
f. hot buy her. 
On the 'other hand. If 
phe does come up to specifications, 
the Government has agreed to pay 
$450,000 for her. 


The new submarine cruiser will be 
over twice as large as the 
biggest 
submarine now owned or building for 
the navy. 
The Government has stip- 
ulated that she must have a surface 
speed of fourteen knots an hour. 
Mr. 
Lake, on the other hand, expects the 
craft to develop sixteen knots on the 
surface and a submerged speed of 
nine and 
five-tenths 
knots. 


This wonderful craft will be 161 
feet long. 
She will displace In tons 
nearly seven times as much as the 
Holland, over four times that of the 
Porpoise 
and 
Plunger, 
and 
about 
three times that of the newest type 
'American submarine represented by 
I the Octopus. 


The new submarine will probably 
go into commission In May, 1910, and 
It Is said for her that she will, when 
ready for sea, have a surface steam- 
ing radius of over 3000 miles. 
She Is 
expected to be able to maintain a sub- 
merged speed of over nine miles for 
seventy consecutive hours, while, if 
necessary, she will be able to roll 
along the bed of the waters In which 
she is submerged for several hours on 
wheels that are to be 
fitted 
to her 
botton for that purpose. 


The new Lake vessel will not dive, 
but will rise and sink v/Ith an even 
keel. 
She will be fitted with six tor- 
?*^pedo tubes, two more than the larg- 
est American submarines now carry, 
and will have ten torpedoes, each one 
of sufficient power to sink any battle- 
ship a*oat. 
The new submarine will 
be equipped with a door in her bot- 
tom, by which a diver may get out 
without allowing water to enter the 
vessel. 
This is expected to prove of 
great service In the search for sub- 
marine mines and the exploration of 
sunken wrecks. 


The new boat will be driven by gas- 
oline, and she will be able to cross 
the Atlantic under her own power if 
she comes up to expectations. 
Great 
Britain is also said to be building sub- 
marines of a large type, while France 
is reported to have two that will dis- 
place SOO tons under construction.

Interesting to T^otc Vnlufttions as DIjh 
closed by Suits a t Law, 


In primitive society every man wasr 
ills own sheriff, Judge and execution- 
er. 
If a member of his tribe did him 
an injury he got oven with him, and 
his family took up his quarrel. 
If it 
was a member of another tribe who 
committed the trespass it was made a 
tribal matter, and so a rude approach 
to Justice began to be done. 
Its basis 
was as nearly as possible retaliation, 
and an "eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth" Is quoted In the New 
Testament as a Jewish law down to a 
time shortly before our era. 


Little by little society 
began 
to 
deny to the individual the right to 
avenge his own Injuries, until now, 
in theory, all punishment for crime 
and the settlement of all controver- 
sies are In the hands of tho State, 
though, as a matter of fact, in this 
and some 
semi-barbarous 
countries 
the vendetta still exists. 
As soon as 
men began to be possessed of prop- 
erty the State began tho practice, in 
cases where hanging and 
imprison- 
ment seemed inappropriate to the of- 
fense, of imposing fines and of com- 
pensating persons who had suffered 
harm from others by pecuniary dam- 
ages. 
While there seems to be no 
other way of disposing of controver- 
sies. such a system of law can never 
become a science, as the amount of 
damages, being generally left to the 
discretion of a Jury, has no uniform- | 
ity; In fact, varies in the widest de- 
gree when the circumstances are sub- 
stantially identical. 


It is Intoresting to note the pecuni- 
ary valuation, as disclosed by suits at 
law brought or tried during the past 
year which different people put upon 
all sorts of alleged injuries and tres- 
passes on their rights. 
A Chicago 
man demands $250,000 from a steam- 
ship company for burying his wife's 
body at sea. 
A New York man sued 
the Central Railroad for ?200,000 for 
severe injuries received in an acci- 
dent, and recovered $5 0.000. 
It is 
fair to assume that in such casas the 
jury takes into consideration, besides 
the suffering of the person hurt, tho 
extent to which he is incapacitated 
from work and the amount he has 
been earniug. 
For death 
resulting 
from accidents there has been a stat- 
utory limit of $5000 in most States, 
but many of them are repealing it, 
leaving juries a free hand. 
It is no- 
ticeable that as a rule much larger 
amounts are 
demanded 
for 
other 
causes than for death. 
For instance, 
we find one New Yorker demanding 
$200,000 
for the alienation 
of 
his 
wife's affections, and another content- 
ing himself with asking the 
paltry 
sum of $100,000. 
How can the value 
of a wife's affection be measured in 
cold cash, and how can it be supposed 
to be worth so much more to one man 
than to another? 
The women agree 
much better in their estimate of the 
amount adequate to compensate them 
for the loss of a husband's affection. 
We find three seeking to recover 
the 
sum of $100,000 each. 


One 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars 
seems to be a popular sum to ask for. 
It is a well sounding and 
alluring 
amount. 
A 
naturalized 
Austrian, 
who was compelled to do 
military 
duty when he went back to Austria 
for a visit, wants the Government to 
collect that amount for him as dam- 
ages; 
two women fis on the 
same 
amount for injuries in street car ac- 
cidents. and an actress thinks herself 
entitled to at least that for breach 
of promise. 
It is hard to conjecture 
what governs juries in such 
cases. 
One widow is given $46,000 for the 
death of her husband, and 
another 
$101.000. 
Tho same jury that fixed 
the latter amount gave a young wom- 
an $35,000 for the loss of her leg. 
Some of these verdicts must be very 
much out of the way, and are reached 
by splitting differences and tossing up 
pennies.—Cincinnati Enquirer,

As we rise In the scale of animal 
Intelligence there are two

second place, it has to be remarked 
that zoological affinity does not indi- 
cate the line of this upward advance.

Vegetable Ivory. 


The plant yielding the vegetable

top of which is crowned with from 
twelve to twenty very long leaves. 
The fruit consists of a conglomerated 
head in six or seven sections, the 
whole being enclosed in a woody cov­ 
ing, forming altogether a globe as 
large 
as a m an’s head. 
A single 
plant sometimes bears six or eight of 
these 
heads, 
each 
weighing from 
twenty to twenty-five pounds. 
When 
young they contain a milk-like fluid 
which, with age, hardens until it be* 
comes valuable as a substitute for 
real ivory.— New York American.

THE GERMAN IDEA. 


Girls Not Encouragoil to Cousidcr Them ­ 
selves Equal to Boys. 


Decidedly Germany is no country 
for girls. 
It almost seems to be les 
majeste to be a woman, and women 
are dealt with accordingly. 
The fol­ 
lowing questions were given to several 
hundred German boys and girls recent­ 
ly: 
(1) “Which would you rather be, 
a man or a woman, and why? 
(2) 
Which man or woman of whom you 
have ever heard or read would you 
most wish to be, and why?” The girls 
mostly replied in the most correct set 
terms. This was a typical answer: “I 
wish to «be a woman because it is a 
noble duty to love 
a husband 
and 
children.” Another said: “I wish to be 
a woman becauso I desire to lead a 
useful home life. 
I do not wish to 
face the dangers of the world,” 
This 
cautious and secluded young person 
was only 11. 
The views of the boya 
were more comprehensible. 
One 
of 
these wrote: 
“I wish to be a man be­ 
cause I mean to marry, and a married 
woman has no free will. 
I wish tc 
have a free will. 
If I were a woman 
I would not marry.” And another: 
“1 
wish to be a man, for I shall enjoy 
being a student; women are not stu­ 
dents.” 
While the girls mostly set 
for themselves Queen Louise as a mod­ 
el, on account of her amiability and 
compassionateness, the boys fancied 
such models as Bismarck, Nansen, the 
Kaiser, Blucher, Frederick the Great. 
Luther and certain 
professors 
and 
learned men. 
An amazing feature of 
this effort to obtain an insight into 
the minds of German school children 
was the school authorities’ objection 
to the girls being asked the first ques­ 
tion. 
Little German girls, it seems, 
are not encouraged to look beyond their 
sex’s humble state, and the school 
board at first thought it better not to 
let them think that it might have been 
pleasanter if they had been born boys. 
—New York Mail and Express, 


Boy M urderer’s Uloody Kecnrd. 


Jesse H. Pomeroy, the boy murderer, 
is serving a life sentence in the Massa­ 
chusetts state prison, Charlestown. He 
confessed that on March 18, 1874, when 
he was 14 years of age, he cut the 
throat of a 10-year-old girl, Katie Cur­ 
ran, and concealed her body in the cel­ 
lar of a little store which his mother 
kept in Boston. He also admitted that 
he was guilty 
of murdering 
a boy 
named Horace II. Millen, on April 22 
of the same year. At first he was sen­ 
tenced to be banged, but his youth, and 
the fact that he possessed natural in­ 
clinations for cruelty, influenced Gov­ 
ernor Gaston to commute his sent m** 
to life imprisonment, 
He has made 
nine attempts to escape, and is there­ 
fore under constant surveillance.—New 
York Weekly.

PECUNIARY DAMAGES* 


Interesting to Note Valuations as Dhh 
closed by Suits nt Law. 


In primitive society every man was 
his own sheriff, judge and execution­ 
er. 
If a member of his tribe did him 
an injury he got even with him, and 
his family took up his quarrel. 
If it 
was a member of another tribe who 
committed the trespass it was made a 
tribal matter, and so a rude approach 
to justice began to be done, 
Its basis 
was as nearly as possible retaliation, 
and an “eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth” is quoted in the New 
Testament as a Jewish law down to a 
time shortly before our era. 


Little by little society began to 
deny to the individual the right to 
avenge his own injuries, until now, 
in theory, all punishment for crime 
and the settlement of all controver­ 
sies are in tho hands of tho State, 
though, as a m atter of fact, in this 
and some semi-barbarous countries 
the vendetta still exists. 
As soon as 
men began to be possessed of prop­ 
erty the State began tho practice, in 
cases where hanging and imprison­ 
ment seemed inappropriate to the of­ 
fense, of imposing fines and of com­ 
pensating persons who had suffered 
harm from others by pecuniary dam­ 
ages. 
While thero seems to be no 
other way of disposing of controver­ 
sies, such a system of law can never 
become a science, as the amount of 
damages, being generally left to the 
discretion of a Jury, has no uniform­ 
ity; in fact, varies in the widest de­ 
gree when the circumstances are sub­ 
stantially identical. 


It is Interesting to note the pecuni­ 
ary valuation, as disclosed by suits at 
law brought or tried during the past 
year which different people put upon 
all sorts of alleged injuries and tres­ 
passes on their rights. 
A Chicago 
man demands $250,000 from a steam­ 
ship company for burying his wife’s 
body at sea. 
A New York man sued 
the Central Railroad for $200,000 for 
severe injuries received in an acci­ 
dent, and recovered $5 0,000. 
It is 
fair to assume that in such casas the 
jury takes into consideration, besides 
the suffering of the person hurt, tho 
extent to which he is incapacitated 
from work and the amount he has 
been earning. 
For death resulting 
from accidents there has been a stat­ 
utory limit of $5000 in most States, 
but many of them are repealing it, 
leaving juries a free hand. 
It Is no­ 
ticeable that as a rule much larger 
amounts are 
demanded 
for 
other 
causes than for death. 
For instance, 
we find one New Yorker demanding 
$200,000 for the alienation of his 
wife’s affections, and another content­ 
ing himself with asking the paltry 
sum of $100,000. 
How can the value 
of a wife’s affection be measured in 
cold cash, and how can it be supposed 
to be worth so much more to one man 
than to another? 
The women agree 
much better in their estimate of the 
amount adequate to compensate them 
for the loss of a husband’s affection. 
We find three seeking to recover the 
sum of $100,000 each. 


One 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars 
seems to be a popular sum to ask for. 
It is a well sounding and alluring 
amount. 
A 
naturalized 
Austrian, 
who was compelled to do military 
duty when he went back to Austria 
for a visit, wants the Government to 
collect that amount for him as dam­ 
ages; two women fix on the same 
amount for injuries in street car ac­ 
cidents, and an actress thinks herself 
entitled to at least that for breach 
of promise. 
It is hard to conjecture 
what governs juries In such cases. 
One widow is given $46,000 for the 
death of her husband, and another 
$101,000. 
Tho same jury that fixed 
the latter amount gave a young wom­ 
an $35,000 for the loss of her leg. 
Some of these verdicts must be very 
much out of the way, and are reached 
by splitting differences and tossing up 
pennies.— Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Scale of Animal Intelligence, 


As we rise in the scale of animal 
intelligence there are two 
leading 
facts which have to be noticed. 
In 
the first place, it has to be observed 
that the organized mechanical re­ 
sponse to stimuli which has been so 
far described, and which constitute 
instinct in its lowest form, becomes 
replaced by something higher. 
We 
begin to have conscious Intelligence 
in tho individual initiating and di­ 
recting action in such circumstances 
as may arise, and doing this with a 
growing perception of the relations 
between cause and effect. 
In the 
second place, it has to be remarked 
that zoological affinity does not indi­ 
cate the line of this upward advance. 
The rat and the beaver, for instance, 
which furnish two of the most nota­ 
ble examples of animal intelligence, 
belong to a group comparatively low 
in the scale. 
The positions of the 
horse, the dog, the parrot, and even 
that of the elephant and the monkey, 
are similarly not clearly suggested by 
their 
structural 
affinities.- -From 
Benjamin Kidd's “The Instinct of 
Animals, in the £entury.

The president of tho United States 
may be an uncrowned king, but there 
Is a power even greater than his, and 
that is the power of the Supremo 
Court of the United States. 
Within 
the term of the 
next 
presidency 
there will in all probability be four 
vacancies 
in 
the 
supreme 
court 
which will be filled by appointment 
by the president, and these appoint­ 
ments will in a largo measure deter­ 
mine the future bias of the highest 
judicial body in the country. 
There 
are nine members of 
the 
supreme 
court and their average 
age is 64, 
four of them being 70 years and over. 
Tho youngest member, Judge Moody, 
who 
was 
appointed 
in 
1900, 
is 55. 
Three 
of 
these 
members 
have been appointed 
by Roosevelt 
during the last six years, but owing 
to the great age of several of the 
members of the court it seems likely 
that within the next presidential term 
the rather unusual 
number of four 
vacancies will occur. 
Therefore, the 
next presidential election 
will de­ 
termine not only who shall fill the 
highest executive office in the land, 
but will also determine the political 
and economic bent of 
the 
supreme 
court.—Wall Stree Journal.

Granting to the Hanover Gas Company 
its successors and assigns, the right to 
lay mains, pipes, iind their'appurte 
nances, in the streets, roads, high 
w a y s , alleys and j»ubli> places in the 
Borough of McSherfystown, County 
of Adams,-State of PennsylvUnia, ior 
the distribution of gas.

Be it enacted and ordained by the Bur 
gessaud Town Council of the Borough 
of McBherrystown. and it is hereby en 
acted and ordained by authority of the 
same, as follows : 


SECTION 1.—The said Hanover Gas

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of its life tides, morning 
fiml i-vi ning. 
Of the thousands who 
foregather here, not a few must know 
Habilla—laughing-eyed little Babilla, 
•who sells flowers. She has beui there 
for a year or more, but her home was 
far down the coast of Central America, 
tin (I the story of her coming’ to San 
Francisco is a strange one. 


San Jose de Gauteniala is the seaport 
on the west coast of the sadly misgov­ 
erned little republic of that name. San 
Jose itself consists merely of a rusty 
iron pier, a few warehouses, the con­ 
fuíales, and a ramshackle railway sta­ 
tion. 
There is no harbor, merely a 
long, straight shore-line of disintegrat­ 
ing sandstone, with the whole Pacific 
Ocean outside. 
Harbors are few and 
far between along that dreary coast. 


Behind, thirty miles inland, rise the 
grand cones of Agua and Atitlan, the 
I win volcanoes of Guatemala, 32.000 
feet in height, descending in a mag­ 
nificent sweep to where Old Guatemala 
lies In ruins. 


A little narrow guago railroad ex­ 
tends from San Jose up into the coun­ 
try to New Guatemala, the capital. 
Tlie business of the line is chiefly to 
tiring down coffee for shipment , by 
steamer to Panama and San Francisco. 


The steamers—those of the German 
Cosmos line and of the Pacific Mail 
line—have to anchor three-quarters of 
ft mile offshore, and when the weather 
permits, take in or discharge cargo by 
moans of lighters of from twenty to 
forty tons’ burden. 


These craft are rigged for stepping 
a mast, and carry a sheaf of long oars, 
but are usually towed back and forth 
from the steamers to the pier by a 
small tug—the only steam vessel owned 
by Guatemala. 
Each lighter has its 
name painted at the bows. 


When there are no steamers in port 
they lie at anchor, or tied to buoys, 
just offshore. 
Great care must be 
taken in securing them, for if they go 
adrift a refluent undercurrent of the 
vast, heaving, restless expanse draws 
them away. In a few hours th*\v dis­ 
appear to seaward, and in some cases 
^iave never been seen or heard of after­ 
ward. 
Tlie Pacific has taken them. 
Kither they are swamped at sea in 
storms, or drift to the shores of distant 
Islands or continents. 


It was here at San Jose-on-the-Coast 
that little Babilla Mais lived and 
gained a livelihood by coming off to 
steamers to sell to the passengers green 
Mexican parrots with yellow heads, 
also frijoles and sea shells, but chiefly 
parrots. 


Down at La Union, on the Gulf of 
Fonseca, and at La Libertad the par­ 
rot girls come off in canoes, But here 
at San Jose the sea is too rough for 
canoes, and the jefe of the port al­ 
lowed Babilla a nook in the stern of 
the lighter Amiga for her pole of par­ 
rots and her rush basket of shells and 
frijoles. 


When a steamer came down the 
coast, and the Amigo had gone off to it 
jvith a thousand sacks of coffee, then 
Habilla's mellow little voice might be 
heard 
raised 
entrealingly, and 
her 
small brown face be seen upturned to 
the high rail, her black hair bound 
back with a red fillet, as she cried; 


“Loros! Loros bonitos! Habladores! 
Tres pesos solamente! Loritos dulcís!” 
(Parrots! Pretty parrots! >Sueh talk­ 
ers! 
Only three dollars apece! 
Such 
sweet If i# Je dears!) 


Then she would add, in most endear­ 
ing. low accents, “Do buy a bird of 
un ♦>> 


The pMTOts, climbing clumsily on 
tin r pi le, would read! forward and 
take orange seeds from BablMu’s sn.all 
inouth, or nestle up to her ch *ek, But 
they would bite the jiosq off any oae 
cJm? quickly enough. 


Babila’s 
brotlur, Pedrillo. 
caught 
the pruot; in tlie forests on the moun- 
tai.i&hle, and it was a joyful day when 
these children could sell one for three 
Silver dollars—or it would have been 
but for Pablo Mais, their father, who 
was a lazy fellow with a thirst for 
»jescal, and moreover a gambler and 


a scamp. Pablo laid heavy tribute on 
all the parrot money. 


On March 13. last year, Babilla had 
boon off all day alongside the Pacific 
Mail steamer City of Sydney, and had 
sold two parrots. The lighter did not 
got its cargo out until after dark. 
When finally it was towed back empty 
to its buoy, Babilla did not wish to go 
ashore. 
The Werra of the Cosmos 
line was looked for early the next 
morning. 


The real reason, perhaps, was that 
she and Pedrillo did not wish their 
father to take the money from them. 
They wanted to buy food and clothes 
with it, and they liad planned that if 
Babilla had sold more than one parrot 
she was to remain on the lighter until 
after dark, and that Pedrillo was to 
come off in a boat and get the money 
to buy the things thpy needed. 


Not later than S o'clock that evening 
Tedrillo went off to the lighter and got 
the money from Babilla. 
lie earned 
her a tortilla and some oranges for her 
parrots, of which she still had five left. 


When he had gone Babilla fed her 
parrots, and settled herself comforta­ 
bly on some coffee sacks in the deep 
lighter to pass the night. 
March 
nights are warm at San Jose, where the 
pole-star shows but a hand’s breadth 
above the northern horizon. The groat 
swell of the Pacific slowly rocked the 
lighter, heaving it ponderously at its 
anchorage; but Babilla was used to 
the Pacific swell. 
She felt quite safe 
out there, and fell asleep as she lay 
giving little conversation lessons to her 
green birds. 


And that was the last seen of Ba­ 
billa or the lighter Amigo at San Jose 
de Guatemala! 


What happened was something like 
this: 


The Amigo slipped its cable and 
drifted out to sea, probably as early 
as 10 or 11 o'clock that night. But as 
it rose on the swells, much as when 
at anchor, Babilla slept till 4 or 5 
o’clock the next morning. 


A flying-fish, falling into the lighter 
with a spatter of water on her face, 
wakened her. 
Opening her eyes, she 
saw the white-finned little creature 
Hopping about,and that seemed strange 
to Babilla, for flying-fish are usually 
met with out 
at 
sea. 
Hastily she 
climbed up the inside cleats of the 
lighter and looked over the rail. 


The great volcanoes looming against 
the already brightening east were what 
she first saw. San Jose, with its pier 
and warehouses, was already below 
the horizon. All round her heaved the 
open ocean, with two sea-gulls hover­ 
ing over, their bright eyes turned in­ 
quisitively dowrn upon her. 


Babilla knew instantly what had hap­ 
pened; she had often heard of lighters 
going adrift. Terrible fear fell on her. 
The great oars, the mast and sail, all 
were beyond her strength. There was 
nothing that she could do in that huge, 
clumsy lighter but feed her parrots 
and husband her little stack of frijoles. 


And that was the beginning of Ba- 
balla’s voyage of nearly live days, The 
vagrant ocean current was bearing tlie 
lighter northward instead of the south, 
as was conjectured at San Jose; and 
for this reason, probably, the tug failed 
to fall in with it. 


About noon that day Babilla saw a 
sail at a great distance. 
It may have

At daylight Babilla 
could barely distinguish the two vol­ 
canoes, now low in the dim blue dis­ 
tance. The lighter was drifting farther 
and farther to sea. 


One of the parrots died that forenoon. 
Babilla had fallen asleep, foi* during 
the night the sea had been too rough 
to sloop. When she waked, the parrot 
was hang’ng head downward, by his 
string, quite de^id, having fallen off the 
pole. 


Toward afternoon the sea became 
unusually smooth, and Babilla again 
fell asleep.

She sold

and the other for ten; and strange to 
say, she entirely changed her mind 
about going back! 


Babilla found San Francisco a very 
satisfactory place in which to live. 
Now she is saving her money to send 
for Pedrillo.—Youth’s Companion,

The Rl*ht Way to Plow. 


Measure off a head land on each end 
of the field as wide as the length of 
team and plow. Commence plowing at 
one side of the field one-half land from 
the fence, plowing back and forth, 
turning to the right and sliding plow on 
head land. 
When first land is done, 
measure off another land, skip it, go 
on and plow third land same as first, 
then plow second land, turning to left. 
The object in plowing third land be­ 
fore second is to avoid having so many 
centre ridges and dead furrows, as 
you would if you took every land as it 
came. Keep on in this way until you 
got to the other side of the field, then 
plow head lands and you have the field 
nicely plowed without turning square 
corners, tramping horses heels, lifting 
plow or tramping plowed ground« 


The Two Beit fcfcock Feetf*. 


All considered, and for general pur­ 
poses, it is doubtful if there are any 
two plants or grasses superior to the 
old standards, timothy and red clover, 
for stock feed, I know of many dairy­ 
men in the West and Middle States 
that arc giving up everything for red 
clover. 
On sandy loams it does well 
if sow’ii only every two, three or even 
four years, and will stand being fed 
down close at all times, if allowed a 
chance to grow in the spring. It is a 
good plant to sow in rotation with po­ 
tatoes or corn. To secure best results 
for clover the land should be cleaned 
of weeds in the fall. 
Ground plowed 
deep in the fall, and recultivated in 
the early spring, well harrowed and 
smoothed, is the kind for red clover. 
About ten pounds to the acre is the 
quantity sown, mixing with it a little 
rye, especially where it is sown for 
pasture. 
Clover is an excellent plant 
to restore vitality to worn-out lands, 
or lands that have become exhausted 
by grain crops. Its leaves gather food 
—carbonic acid and ammonia—from the 
atmosphere, which is in turn carried 
to the roots and stems, and these, de­ 
composing, a fiord food for cereals and 
other crops which must depend on the 
soil for their life-giving 
substances. 
Both for hay and for pasturage, tim­ 
othy, or “herd grass,“ stands up well 
toward the top of tlie list among the 
grasses of the West and North. 
It 
roots deeply and maintains itself for 
many years, but as a hay or winter 
feed, is better for horses than for cows, 
though I know farmers who make ex­ 
cellent cattle and sheep feed of it by 
cutting early. 
From twenty to thirty 
quarts of seed per acre are sown. 
Ground treated as indicated for red 
clover will produce an abundant tim­ 
othy crop.—Dennis H. Stovall, in The 
Epitomist. 


A Practical Draiiinjyc Ler^I. 


Though one begins at the lowest de­ 
pression first, as is the proper way to 
do, and continues to work as circum­ 
stances permit, it is impossible to lay 
tile drains accurately without the use 
of a leveling rod. The device shown in 
the accompanying cut will suffice, in 
that it is operated on the principle of a 
plumb-line. Made eight and one-fourth 
feet long and having a fine needle at 
the bottom of the swinging weight, 
with a scale of tenths of inches on the 
base, it is a comparatively easy mat­ 
ter, by raising either end half an inch, 
to ascertain when the grade is one inch 
to the rod. 
Best of all, the level can 
be slid along in the bottom of the ditch, 
thus keeping a uniform grade of any 
desired fall. Care must always be ex­ 


cised that the slope is not the wrong 
way; the whole length, without the 
exception of even a single foot, should 
be downwards toward the outlet. As 
a matter of fact, hollows should be 
avoided, less sediment lodges in them 
so as to choke the tiles, especially un­ 
der the light flow of a gradually de­ 
creasing current as the land dries. Side 
bends for the purpose 
of 
getting 
around obstacles should not be per­ 
mitted, either, unless absolutely una­ 
voidable. 
Crooked tile should also be 
rejected, or if used at all, only at tlie 
head of the drains, and then laid in 
a lateral position where the bends oc­ 
cur, so that the requisite level may be 
preserved.—A Subscriber, in The Epi- 
tourist.

Compelling; Ileus to Seek Food. 


There can be opportunity to save 
expenses by allowing the hnjs to seek 
most of their food on the range. It is 
not advisable to compel them to secure 
the whole of their food, as they may 
not always be able to find a sufficiency, 
but it is best to induce them to seek 
as much food as possible. 


Just what should be allowed a flock 
in the summer season depends as much 
on the location as anything else. Give 
the flock free access to a grass plot on 
which a large proportion of clover 
grows, and the hens will find a gr^at 
variety and in large quantity. There 
I are many different kinds of insects, 
and they attack nearly all plants. No 


matter how small they may be, the 
lions will consume a large number. 
They will also keep themselves busy 
seatching wherever they can find a 
worm of any kind. 
This means that 
the hens not only save the farmer 
from loss of crops, but also save the 
food that would be required if the hens 
did not satisfy themselves when on the 
range. 
There is also a great variety 
of food on the range, and the exercise 
and freedom in the open air keep the 
hens in good health. 
It is more often 
the ease that the hens are overfed, and 
if the farmer will give one meal only in 
summer, on the evening of each day, 
the hens will thrive well. 
They will 
need but little help if they arc given 
an opportunity to assist themselves. 


Eggs are always more plentiful irf 
summer than in winter, and this id 
due to the advantages possessed by 
the hen on the range, as well as the 
warmth of the season. 


The cost of eggs is much less in sum­ 
mer and yet the cost can bo made to 
exceed the receipts if the hens are 
overfed, as they will lay fewer eggs 
and consume more food than they rcJ 
quire. There may be some who keopj 
their fowls confined, but even then? 
they will thrive much better if made 
to work and search for all they re­ 
ceive.

The trade will appreciate the force 
and truth of this editorial from the 
Boston Traveler: 


The “souvenir program** grafter re« 
reived a well merited and, it is to be 
hoped, a knockout blow at the conven­ 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor at Pittsburg. 


There is a species of petty larceny 
which has netted millions of dollars to 
its promoters from business and pro­ 
fessional men, political candidates and 
the public generally. 


The scheme is worked in connection 
with the public gathering«, balls, pie 
nics, etc., of all sorts of organizations, 
but labor unions specially. 


The organization having the ball or 
picnic is approached and a lump sum 
paid for the privilege of printing the 
“official” program. 
Once this permis­ 
sion is given, the “souvenir” grafter, 
armed with his credentials, proceeds to 
coax, bully or 
blackmail 
advertise­ 
ments for the program. 
It is always 
represented that patronage implies the 
good will of the members of the par­ 
ticular organization in question, while 
non-compliance implies proof of hostil­ 
ity or unfriendliness which will be re­ 
sented. 


It is true that there is occasionally a 
souvenir of this sort presented to the 
public about which there is no deceit. 
Religious, social and some of the labor 
organizations issue souvenir programs 
which are managed by tlie societies 
themselves, the contributions to which 
go into the societies’ treasuries, but 
the evil has come from a group of petty 
swindlers who have syndicated this 
business and turned a legitimate source 
of revenue to organization into a per­ 
sonal graft game. 
The Federation of 
Labor has been fighting the “souvenir 
grafter’* for years, and after the de­ 
cided action just taken 110 person who 
reads the newspapers will have any 
excuse 
if 
he 
is cheated by these 
schemers in the future.

If the tuning fork 
is not sufficient, the sound is increased 
by means of a resonator. 


In an attempt to liquefy helium, 
Prof. Olbzcwski recently produced the 
remarkably low temperature of 4.V) de­ 
grees below zero, Fahrenheit. 
It was 
done by suddenly expanding a mass of 
the gas helium which had been sub­ 
jected to a pressure of about 270(* 
pounds to the square inch, in a tem­ 
perature so low that it nearly sol id i- 
fieu hydrogen. The helium showed 110 
sign 
liquefying. 


One’s hair, if never cut, would fur­ 
nish a record of his health during life. 
This is the interesting discovery of 
Matsura, a Japanese physiologist, who 
shows that the hair—like the finger­ 
nails—grows smaller in disease, and 
that the duration of the malady may 
be estimated from the length of the 
thinner section of the hairs. 
The 
variations are most striking in the 
coarse-haired races of people. 


The tclcmobiloscopc, designed by a 
Düsseldorf inventor, for enabling a 
pilot to detect a ship near at hand in 
a fog, depends upon the fact that elec­ 
tric waves are reflected when they 
strike a metallic object. 
The appara­ 
tus consists of a long box or tube, piv­ 
oted at one end and opened at the 
other, containing a spark generator 
near the pivoted end and two lenses 
for collecting the electric waves into 
a# bundle. 
A suitable motor turns the 
box horizontally 011 the vortical pivot. 
As the box, slightly inclined toward the 
water, is swung around, the electrh 
waves are projected outward, and if 
they strike an object containing metal 
they are reflected back, acting upon 
a receiver similar to that used in wire­ 
less telegraphy.

The official reporters of the Con­ 
gress of the United States are having 
an unusually strenuous time this year 
in chronicling the proceedings of tho 
national Legislature. It is not neces­ 
sary to seek far for the reason. This 
is presidential year, and the oppor­ 
tunity is seized by many legislators 
—as similar occasions have been at 
intervals of four years in the past—to 
make political hay 
while 
the 
sun 
shines. 
Therefore the country has a 
surfeit of debate liberally flavored 
with politics, while “constant reader,” 
finds the Congressional Record bur­ 
dened with innumerable speeches in 
which national issues are discussed to 
the neglect of the measures ostensi­ 
bly under consideration. 


All this means hard work and plen­ 
ty of it for the expert stenographers 
who comprise the corps of official re­ 
porters of the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 
Not only Is the de­ 
bate under such circumstances par­ 
ticularly lively and many 
of 
the 
speeches particularly lengthy, but the 
orators are exceptionally concerned 
as to the form in which their remarks 
will appear in print. Dozens of these 
speeches In Congress will later be 
sent broadcast as campaign ammuni­ 
tion. 
Naturally the authors are soli­ 
citous as to how their efforts will ap­ 
pear in cold type and make revisions 
and corrections almost without end. 


However, the official reporters arc 
well equipped to keep tab on the say­ 
ings of the nation’s lawmakers. A sys­ 
tem has gradually been developed 
which makes it possible to present a 
complete detailed record of all that 
has transpired at a daily session of 
either House of Congress in an al­ 
most incredibly short space of time 
after the body has adjourned. This is 
accomplished by having the official 
reporters work in relays and by the 
introduction of the most up to date 
mechanical equipment, not the least 
notable feature of which is found in 
the business phonographs into which 
most of the reporters now “talk »

When the 
method ' to be followed in allowing 
sv,jmpeiisation for the official reporting 
in Congress was under consideration 
a third of a century ago Dennis Mur­ 
phy, who was in charge of the Senate 
reporting, expressed a preference for 
contract system, which would give 
him a lump sum for doing the work, 
instead of a salary, and would inci­ 
dentally allow him a free rein in the 
selection of assistants, 
Mr. Murphy 
first toofc the contract in the early ’70s 
and after his death it was transferred, 
in 1896, to his brother Edward V. Mur­ 
phy and Mr. Shuey, who hold it joint­ 
ly. 


The price paid for reporting the pro­ 
ceedings of the Senate is $30,000 a 
year, so that it would appear on the 
face of things the House of Represen­ 
tatives pays somewhat more for the 
verbatim record of its proceedings 
than does the Senate. It was the ori­ 
ginal intention, however, that the ex­ 
penditure for this purpose should be 
about equal for the two houses of Con­ 
gress. 
In the investigation of the 
matter which resulted in the adoption 
of the contract plan In the Senate 
and the salary scheme in the House 
it was discovered that there was very 
little difference in the volume of the 
reporting in the two houses. A com­ 
putation 
covering 
several 
years 
showed that on an average the varia­ 
tion between the chronicles of the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
did not excced thirteen columns of 
Jthc Congressional Record for an entire 
session of tho law making body. 


To the army of stenographers em­ 
ployed on small salaries in all parts 
of the country the $5000 received by a 
Congressional official reporter for work 
that seldom occupies more than seven 
months oi! the year* and sometimes 
does not exceed three months in 12, 
may appear decidedly alluring. 
As .a 
matter of fact, however, the pay is 
not excessive considering the high or­ 
der of ability and exceptional quali­ 
fications 
required. 
The 
shorthand 
sharps at the Capitol are in literal 
truth the pick of their profession. 
First of all, it is requisite that they 
shall have the ability to attain the 
acme of high speed work—not in an 
occasional spurt but as a regular daily 
grind. 


Many of the achievements in rapid 
writing which the Congressional offi­ 
cial reporters dismiss lightly as a com­ 
monplace feature of their regular rou­ 
tine are little short of miraculous. 
Issac Pitman in his text books claimed 
that 120 words a minute is the average 
public speaking, whereas many of the 
revised modern text books on short 
hand promise the beginner that a 
speed of 150 words a minute will qual­ 
ify him to do verbatim reporting. 
A 
speed of 200 words a minute is gener­ 
ally considered amply sufficient for 
all court and convention stenogra­ 
phy, and yet even this rate of writing 
would fall far short of the require­ 
ments in recording the sharp collo­ 
quies that occur in any exciting de­ 
bate in Congress. 
Just to Illustrate 
the skill of the official reporters it 
might be cited that one of them in 
a recent demonstration before the stu­ 
dents of a shorthand school wrote on 
an ordinary blackboard with common 
chalk at the record breaking speed of 
2G0 wfords a minute, maUcing charac­ 
ters that were legible in all parts of 
the large schoolroom. 
The principal 
of the school was so dumbfounded that 
he had the blackboard photographed 
and had a number of the persons pres­ 
ent make affidavit to the time occu­ 
pied by the test. 


That tho 
Congressional 
reporters 
must keep up their whirlwind writing 
in abbreviated form not merely for 
a minute or an hour but for a working 
day of six or seven hours is attested * 
by the fact that at one recent sitting 
of the House of Representatives there 
were spoken and recorded in the leg­ 
islative chamber an aggregate of 07,- 
000 words. Of course no one reporter 
keeps tabs on the proceedings for a.ny 
protracted interval. 
When his note 
book is filled he is relieved by another 
reporter and repairs to the work room 
of the corps In the Capitol, where he 
reads his notes to a receptive phono­ 
graph or a listening stenographer. 
This done he can if need be go back 
and 
in turn relieve his alternate, 
at one time possible for | Meanwhile his dictated notes are be­ 
ing transcribed on the typewriter, and 
later in the day he must correct the 
manuscript—a duty of a very exact­ 
ing character, 


Not only in equipment but in work­ 
ing methods have the passing years 
witnessed an evolution in the most 
difficult form of reporting in the world.

porting verbatim the proceedings of 
the Senate and House of Representa­ 
tives has been in vogue since 1848; 
and in the three score years that 
have intervened since this important 
feature of Congressional routine was 
inaugurated there have been many 
changes of method. At the outset the 
official reporters took their notes in 
shorthand and then at their leisure 
laboriously transcribed the record In 
longhand. 


When the typewriter was invented 
it revolutionized the labor of tran­ 
scribing the reporter’s notes, and more 
recently another advance almost as 
notable has been made by the intro­ 
duction of the business phonograph. 
Some of the veterans of the corps of 
official reporters still prefer to dic­ 
tate their notes to assistants, who take 
them stenograpliically and transcribe 
them on typewriters, but the majority 
of the experts dictate to phonographs, 
the cylinders of which are at once 
taken by typewriters and a transcript 
made. 


It is claimed that the phonograph 
method is the most economical of 
time and it also offers superior ad­ 
vantages against error. 
If a type­ 
writer has reason to believe that he 
has made an error in transcribing from 
a phonograph he has only to turn 
back the cylinder and again listen to 
the remarks regarding which he is in 
doubt, but if there Is a suspicion of 
error in stenographic notes there is, 
of course, no way for the typewriter 
operator to determine the matter with­ 
out consulting the official reporter 
who gave the dictation. While on the 
subject of the economy of time in this 
work it may be noted that the highest 
attainment in this line is possible 
where men can read one another's 
shorthand notes, but this is a rare ac­ 
complishment. However, some of the
